I nificent animals, we have no hesitation in 
saying, is the best we ever saw. When the

; contained several negroes, the scene Ixik- 
iiig like “old times" before the war Their 
appearance was rather picturesque as 
' well as characteristic. 

I When the prize was given to Mr. George 
I Lane, he sprang into his wagou. and 
I amidst tbe loudest and heartiest cheer* 
from those present, held aloft tuevaluibie 
trophy until he had made the entire cir- 
cuit of the ring. We have seldom wit- 
nessed more enthusiasm on such an occa- 
sion. Even the old darky beside him 
! ccuhl not restrain himself, bat p-jlling oil' 

I his hat he went through the most e.-ura- 
i ordinary emotions and maneuvers, con- 
I eluding by throwing his hat in the air, 

I and shouting for ' Massa George at the 
I top t*f bis voice, while the air was rent 
' with tries of, ‘-Hurrah for Lane. They 
' may well feel proud of such a deraonstra- 
I tionupen the part of their friend.s. It is 
almost useles.s to attempt competition 
with the Lanes, in this part of the State, 

I for fine mule stock, as nearly every pre- 
mium offered ’ny the association was car- 
ried off ’oy them.
